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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach all of the limitations of the claimed invention including cutting the block or rigid block 
laterally along the stacked assembly to expose a respective end, or respective ends, of the 
conductive tracks at a common aUgnment level so that the exposed ends of the modular printed 
circuit film elements are flush with a surface of one face of the block. 

The applicant's arguments, see last paragraph on page 4 to bridging paragraph on page 5 
of the Request for Reconsideration, filed 2/1 1/04, with respect to Claims 1 and 8 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive with respect to the above claimed feature of cutting. The rejection 
of Noguchi et al has been withdrawn for the following reasons. 

While Noguchi does show cutting the block laterally along the stacked assembly (see cut 
lines emphasized in Fig. 11), the ends of the conductive tracks 5b, 4 are not exposed at a 
common alignment level so that the exposed ends of the conductive tracks are flush with a 
surface of one face of the block. The step of cutting by Noguchi does not expose the conductive 
tracks so that the ends of the conductive tracks are flush with any surface of any face of the 
block. 

Accordingly, Claims 1-3 and 8-11 are allowed.
